Week of Prayer for Christian Unity 


Prayer octave has American 
beginnings, reluctant acceptance 


In the year 1908, Peekskill, N.Y., was a sleepy, 
undistinguished Hudson River town in upper West- 
chester County. Few residents of the tiny hamlet knew at 
the time that only five miles north of them Christian 
history was being made on a lonely mountaintop. 


Some of the villagers may possibly have heard about 
the desolate spot called Graymoor near the Albany. Post 
Road, and others were perhaps aware of the small 
religious community of Franciscans who lived on the 
mountain there. Hardly anyone in Peekskill, however, 
realized the friars and the sisters at Graymoor were Epis- 
copalians and not Roman Catholics. 


THE GRAYMOOR inhabitants were not quite 
standard brand Episcopalians either. Rather, they were 
unpopular and controversial activists in their church. 


At a time when members of religious communities were 
often considered advance agents for a Roman takeover of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, the Graymoor 
Franciscans were both feared and distrusted by most Epis- 
copalians. The ‘‘Graymoor eccentrics,’’ as they were 
called, did very little themselves to allay such suspicions. 


Paul Wattson and Lurana White, the leaders of the tiny 
group at Graymoor and founders of the new Society of the 
Atonement, were notorious throughout the Episcopal 
Church for advocating a reunion of Anglicans with Rome 
and for teaching papal primacy. Most Protestants thought 
such ideas were ridiculous, and no doubt even Roman 
Catholics found them a bit odd coming from an Episcopal 
priest and nun. ; 


AS A result of their aggressive stance, the small band at 
Graymoor was subjected to enormous pressures from 
church leaders and editors to cease their pro-Roman 
crusade. Father Paul was no longer welcome to speak 
from most Episcopal pulpits, and Mother Lurana had to 
send her sisters out begging for funds to keep the Society 
of the Atonement alive. An experienced journalist, Father 
Paul was eventually forced to begin a magazine, The 
Lamp, in which he continued to propagate his ideas to the 
outside world. 


Despite such unfavorable circumstances, Father Paul 
and Mother Lurana still insisted they had a God-given 


mission: to preach unity to the divided Christian 
churches. During his unity campaign, Father Paul 
corresponded with many like-minded people all over the 
world, and especially in England. One of his closest 
collaborators was Rev. Spencer Jones, an Anglican 
clergyman living at Moreton-In-Marsh, England. 


In the autumn of 1907, Jones wrote a letter to Gray- 
moor’s founder suggesting that a Day of Prayer for 
Christian Unity be kept every year on June 29, the feast 
of Saint Peter. Answering Jones, Father Paul noted: 
““The ‘Peter Sermon’ suggestion is fine. By all means let 
us set it in motion at once. In addition to that, what do 
you think of inaugurating a Church Unity Week 
beginning with St. Peter’s Chair at Rome, Jan. 18, and 
ending with St. Paul’s Day?”’ 


WATTSON BEGAN to prepare on his own for a 
Church Unity Week. Because there were eight days 
between the feast of Saint Peter (Jan. 18) and the feast of 
Saint Paul (Jan. 25), he decided to call the period of 
prayer an ‘‘octave.’’ In the pages of The Lamp and in his 
private correspondence, he asked Episcopalians, Roman 


Catholics, and other Christians to join him in the new 


venture called the Christian Unity Octave. 


On his first attempt to have the Octave widely observed 
during January 1908, Father Paul received as many 
rejections as approvals of his request. At Graymoor itself 
the Octave was observed for the first time in a gloomy, 
closet-sized chapel, but there were special sermons, songs, 
and prayers to mark the occasion, 


In the Roman Catholic Church, the Octave was 
eventually blessed, its popularity dramatically increased, 
and its name was changed several times. Over the years 
the Octave gradually became almost strictly a Roman 
Catholic affair, other Christians having their own 
observances with which they felt more comfortable 
theologically and spiritually. 

Eventually, under the influence of the French 
ecumenist Paul Couturier, Christians found a way to pray 
together for the unity willed by Our Lord by the means 
He wills. Today, Christians pray with one another with 
one voice the prayer of Jesus ‘‘that they all may be 
one . . . that the world may believe. . . ’’ (John 17:21). 


Hope seen for 
pro-lifers cause 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Despite mourning for 
aborted babies, pro-lifers commemorating the Supreme 
Court’s Jan. 22, 1973, abortion ruling can take hope 
because of recent accomplishments, said Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago. 

Cardinal Bernardin, who chairs the Committee for 
Pro-Life Activities of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, cited recent advances in public opinion, gains in 
anti-abortion legislation, reiteration of the U.S. bishops’ 
pastoral plan for pro-life issues, and other developments 
as signs of encouragement. 


HIS MESSAGE, released by the NCCB in 
Washington, notes: ‘‘While the passing of another year 
and the sacrifice of another million-and-a-half innocent 
lives to legalized abortion makes this 13th anniversary of 
the Supreme Court abortion decisions a time for 
mourning, pro-life Americans also have reason to be 
hopeful. In the last 12 months much happened to advance 
the cause of the unborn child. 


‘‘More Americans than ever came to appreciate the 
humanity of unborn children as a result of the educational 
impact of films like ‘The Silent Scream,’ ’’ a sonogram 


depiction of an abortion, Cardinal Bernardin said. 


In addition, ‘‘public opinion polls recorded dramatic 
gains for the pro-life message,’ he said. ‘““The most 
recent poll, commissioned by The New York Times and 
CBS News in November, indicates that a majority of 
Americans see abortion as murder, and almost two-thirds 
would support legislation to-protect the unborn in all or 
nearly all circumstances.’’ 


A SPOKESMAN for the NCCB said that in the poll 
one question asked was: ‘‘Which of these statements come 
closest to your opinion — abortion is the same thing as 
murdering a child; or, abortion is not murder because the 
fetus is not really a person.’’ The first assessment, that 
‘‘abortion is the same thing as murdering a child,’’ was 
chosen by 54 percent of respondents. The alternative 
answer that abortion is not murder was chosen by 35 
percent. 


According to the poll, 15 percent of Americans believe 
abortion ‘‘should not be permitted’’ while 47 percent 
‘‘favor (it) only to save (the) mother or in cases of rape or 
incest,’’ and 34 percent ‘‘favor legal abortion.”’ 


Cardinal Bernardin said another development of the 
past year was that ‘‘entertainment media, especially 
prime-time television, began giving high visibility to the 
abortion issue.’’ Several TV shows, including recent 
episodes of ‘‘Hell Town,’’ ‘‘Cagney and Lacey’’ and 
‘St. Elsewhere,’’ featured dramas revolving around 
abortion. 


‘“‘WHILE SOME portrayals exhibited bias against the 
pro-life movement, even these reflected in their own way 
the universal recognition that abortion is a central and 
neuralgic issue in our society,’’ the cardinal said. 


In Congress, he noted, pro-life efforts included steps to 
make sure abortion is not regarded as a civil right or 
treated as an acceptable method of family planning and 
population control. 


He also noted that 1985 marked the 10th anniversary of 
the Catholic bishops’ ‘‘Pastoral Plan for Pro-Life 
Activities’? and that last November the bishops at their 
general meeting ‘‘revised and reaffirmed the plan and 
recommitted themselves to carry it out.”’ 


“Its ultimate objective is, of course,’’ he said, ‘‘the 
restoration of legal protection to the unborn.”’

Briefs 


CAMPUS MINISTRY PASTORAL — 
By mail ballot the U.S. bishops overwhelm- 
ingly have approved a pastoral letter on 
campus ministry and norms for the disposal of 
church property. They debated and began 
voting on the issues at their fall meeting last 
Nov. 11-15. Robert Wonderly, a public affairs 
spokesman for the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, said that the bishops 
approved the campus ministry pastoral 237-4 
and the property disposal norms 236-3. 


REFUGEES AWAIT ASYLUM — Pope 
John Paul II called on the world’s nations to 
accept Asian refugees now in Thailand 
awaiting asylum. He made his appeal during 
an address to the new Thai ambassador to the 
Holy See, Montri Jalichandra. Refugees from 
Vietnam, Cambodia, Laos, and Burma have 
poured into Thailand, a temporary host 
country, to await asylum in such nations as the 
United States, Canada, Australia, and 
France. It is estimated there are 450,000 
refugees in Thailand along with 30,000 
displaced persons who have not been granted 
refugee status. 


‘SUPERGRASS TRIALS’ — Bishop 
Cahal Brendan Daly of Down and Connor, 
Northern Ireland, has criticized convictions of 
terrorists based on the unsupported testimony 
of informers. The bishop called for review of 
the system of ‘‘supergrass trials,’’ which he 
said was open to gross abuse. ‘‘Supergrass”’ 
trials are those in which a number of 
defendants are convicted on the testimony of a 
defendant-turned-informer. ‘‘Grass’’: is slang 
for informer. Such cases are heard by a judge 
sitting without a jury. 


GANG WAR VICTIM — A priest who 

was good friends with a reputed Naples, Italy, 

crime family died of wounds received after 
being shot by two unidentified gunmen. The 

priest, 52-year-old Father Giuseppe Romano, 

also was awaiting trial on 1983 charges of 
aiding and abetting a woman fleeing Naples at 

a time when she was wanted by police. The 

woman, Rosetta Cutolo, is the sister of 
Raffaele Cutolo, suspected by police of being 

the leader of one of Naples’ most important 

criminal gangs. Father Romano was shot Jan. 

5 and died Jan. 9 in a Naples hospital. Five _ 
bullets had been removed from Father 

Romano’s body after the shooting. Police 

suspect that the priest’s murder might have 

been ordered by a gang rivaling Cutolo’s. 


DEMONSTRATORS HARASSED — 
Archbishop Arturo Rivera Damas of San 
Salvador has criticized the Salvadoran army 
for what he described as the harassment of 
Salvadoran peace demonstrators. One man 
was arrested and the demonstrators were 
turned back from their attempt to take a 
caravan of buses throughout the country in 
support of an international march for peace in 
Central America. The caravan was also 
stopped frequently at army roadblocks on the 
return trip, said participants. ‘‘I believe that 
every government has the right to say what can 
be, what is permitted, and what isn’t,” he 
said. “‘But I also believe that once (the

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demonstrators) had begun on the march there 
was no need to harass them. Therefore, I 
denounce these frequent stops as not 
conforming to respect for human rights.”’ 


HIRE MORE CATHOLICS — An 
aviation company in Belfast, Northern: 
Ireland, has been told to change its recruiting 
procedures and hire more Catholics or its 
“equal opportunity’’ certificate might be with- 
drawn. The warning to Short Brothers PLC 
came in a report from Britain’s Fair 
Employment Agency, which issues the 
certificates. Of the 7,000 employees at Shorts, 
more than 92 percent are Protestant. 
According to the report, the U.S. government 
in October 1984 warned that if the firm did not 
hire more Catholics, its contracts with the 
U.S: Air Force could be endangered. In 
March 1984, the Belfast firm sold the Air 
Force 18 aircraft worth more than $54.5 
million, an Air Force spokeswoman said. 


JUDICIAL HOSTILITY — Cardinal 
John Krol of Philadelphia said that the U.S. 
Supreme Court had departed in some of its 
decisions from the constitutional principle 
prohibiting establishment of religion and 
instead expressed ‘“‘judicial hostility to all 
religion.’’ He said that Catholics, in addition 
to criticizing the influence of secular 
humanism on the court, should ‘‘examine our 
Own consciences’ regarding whether they 
have been sufficiently alert in “claiming our 
rights.”’ Cardinal Krol was homilist and 
principal celebrant for a Mass sponsored by 
the New York chapter of the Catholic League 
for Religious and Civil Rights at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral in New York. 


INSPIRATION FOR AMERICANS — 
Four Black bishops praised Rev. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., as an inspiration and a 
symbol for all Americans in comments before 
the first national observance of the slain civil 
rights leader’s birthday. To celebrate the 
national holiday ‘‘has a tremendous 
significance’’ for all Americans, said Auxiliary 
Bishop Moses Anderson of Detroit. Auxiliary 
Bishop Harold Perry of New Orleans called

his life.’” Said Bishop Joseph Howze of Biloxi, 
Miss., “‘I see it as a holiday to celebrate the 
progress of really the whole history of civil 
rights, even before Martin Luther King.”’ 
Auxiliary Bishop James Lyke of Cleveland 
said the national holiday observance is ‘“‘a 
powerful symbol’’ that will force students ‘‘to 
contend with his person and convictions in a 
way they did not have to do before.’’ 


HEADQUARTERS CHANGE — The 
third largest Catholic archdiocese in the 
United States — the archdiocese serving U.S. 
military personnel around the world — has 
moved its headquarters and formally 
announced a change in its name. Formerly the 
U.S. Military Vicariate, it now carries the title 
“Archdiocese for the Military Services, 
United States of America.’’ Located in New 
York City since the first U.S. military vicar 
was named in 1917, it opened its new offices 
Jan. 13 in Silver Spring, a suburb of 
Washington. With some 2.1 million Catholics 
under its care, the Archdiocese for the Military 
Services trails only the Los Angeles and 
Chicago archdioceses in Catholic population.

King was sign of God speaking in our time 


This year the United States celebrated for the first time 
a federal holiday honoring the Rev. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Reflecting on the meaning of the life and death of this 
great man, I take my lead from a perceptive study on the 
meaning of sanctity in the modern world by a young 
American theologian. 


“The saint,’’ he says, ‘‘is a sacrament, a sign of 
mediating grace.’’ His argument is that, while continuing 
to honor and learn from the more stylized forms of 
sanctity that may have flourished in the past, ‘‘we should 
watch for (new) signs (in our own day and age) and ” 
should be looking not just for the latest saint proclaimed 
(canonized) in Rome; we should be looking at the poets, 
novelists, diarists, prisoners of conscience, prophets 
(social reformers), fools, and other wrestlers with God. 
They may be the true signs of how God is speaking to us 
today.”’ 


DR. KING would object to my saying so, but in my 
opinion he was such a sign. As a good Baptist, he might 
have gagged at the word ‘‘sacrament’’ applied to his own 
person, but he was indeed.a sacrament in the sense we use 
the word here, a sign mediating grace to those for whom 
he laid down his life in Memphis and for those of us left 
behind to carry on his work. 


To say Dr. King was, is, and will continue to be a sign 
of how God speaks to us today is not to indulge in 
sentimental piety. To do that would be to cheapen, if not 
betray, the faith that motivated Dr. King to dedicate his 
life to the poor and the oppressed and which alone can 
account for his willingness to make an emergency trip to 
Memphis knowing, as he must have, that he was putting 
his life on the line.

That he was willing to do so warrants our saying that 
his tragic death was an example of martyrdom, at least in 
the extended contemporary sense of the word. The root 
meaning of the word ‘‘martyr’’ is witness, one who gives 
testimony. Theologians tell us that in the New Testament 
the word means giving witness or testimony to the faith by 
word and example. In the course of time the word took 
on, in the Christian lexicon, a more restricted meaning 
and was applied only to those who had shed their blood 
for the faith. 


DR. KING was a martyr in both senses of the word. 
He was a witness, he gave testimony to the gospel values 
of justice and peace and, in the end, was prepared to die 
for them. I do not say he consciously put his life on the © 
line in defense of his religious faith as such. Throughout 
his entire lifetime, however, he witnessed to values that 


, are an integral part of the Christian message and proved 


that these values were more important to him than life 
itself. 


It is important, I think, to bring our understanding of 
sanctity and martyrdom up to date, important to look to 
the example of men and women who, by the grace of 
God, have been given the courage to stand up in support 
of human rights and, even at the risk of death, openly to 
defy the forces of tyranny and oppression on the left and 
the right. These men and women are true signs of how 
God speaks in our own century — a century which, for all 
of its technological progress, has experienced an almost 
unparalleled degree of violence, political oppression and 
economic servitude. 


How good was the synod in terms of true success? 

Will any of its outcomes trickle down to the grass roots and make life, both 
supernatural and natural, better because of it? Will its results be felt 
substantially beyond ecclesiastical circles? Has the life of Christ among 
Christians and non-Christians been changed for the better? 

Lest the dust settle and quickly cover all traces of the synod, certain hard 


questions need to be raised.

Two-tiered church shows diversity of ideas 


The Catholic Church can be divided 
according to many criteria: age, sex, race, 
ethnic group, theological orientation, and 
so forth. 


In my previous column I used parish 
life as a principle of differentiation. Most 
practicing Cathokics experience the 
Church as parish. A small minority of 
practicing Catholics experiences the 
Church apart from a: particular parish. 
These are mainly church professionals of 
one kind or another. 


WE HAVE, in a sense, a two-tiered 
Church. What distinguishes the Catholics 
in one tier from those in the other tier is 
the context in which they regularly and 
habitually celebrate the Eucharist, hear 
and/or proclaim the Word of God, 
nurture their children in the faith, reach 
out to those in need, and try to sustain 
their own personal relationship with God. 


The existence of this two-tiered Church 
is confirmed by a recent survey of 1,300 
U.S. Catholics conducted by 12 diocesan 
newspapers. 


When the bishops were asked to 
evaluate post-Vatican II developments, 
they showed interest in, and concern for, 
the priesthood, religious life, their own 
national episcopal conference, relations 
with the Vatican, the decline in reception 
of the sacrament of reconciliation, formal 
ecumenical dialogues, and matters of 
social justice. 


HOWEVER, WHEN the mostly lay 
readers of the Catholic press responded to 
similar questions, they focused on items 
such as music in the liturgy and ministry 
to youth. They are acutely concerned 
about the decrease in eucharistic 
participation among teenagers and young 
adults (their own children, in other 
words), and think the leadership of the 
Church should invest more time, money, 
and personnel in youth ministry and in 
liturgical music. The two priorities are 
closely related, because music is very 
important to young people. (I need not 
stress the point with any parent, nor with 
any resident of a college or university

campus either.) 


In general, Catholics at the parish level 
tend to view issues in terms of their every- 
day settings. The bishops (and other 
church professionals) link the future of 
ecumenism with the success of the 
bilateral consultations between various 
Christian churches, for example, and 
ponder questions concerning inter- 
communion and the mutual recognition 
of ministries. Parishioners think of 
ecumenism in terms of friendly relations 
and collaboration with non-Catholic 
neighbors. 


Church professionals are concerned 
with the institutional operations of the 
Church. Most have an opinion about the 
new Code of Canon Law or the latest 
decree (and rumors of decrees) from one 
of the Vatican congregations. 
Parishioners express no interest at all in 
the Code, and are supremely untroubled 
by bureaucratic maneuverings within the 
curia. 


AT LEAST some church professionals 
would like to see a rebound in the 
sacrament of reconciliation, but 
parishioners see the issue in a different 
light. They applaud what the decline in 
confessions signifies: a welcome liberation 
from the ‘‘guilt trips’’ and scrupulosity of 
the past. 


Church professionals discuss even the 
Church’s teaching on sexual ethics in 
institutional terms: magisterium, dissent, 
the canonical mandate, constitutional 
amendments, the role of Catholic 
politicians. 

For parishioners sexuality is part of 
what defines them as human beings and 
shapes their relationships with others: 
wives, husbands, ex-wives, ex-husbands, 
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husbands- and-wives-to-be, girlfriends, 
boyfriends, fellow students, fellow 
workers, and so forth. 


PARISHIONERS DO not challenge 
the Church’s teaching on sexual matters. 
They simply ignore what they regard as 
inconsistent with their everyday 
experience. At the same time, they would 
welcome from the Church’s bishops and 
theologians more convincing answers to 
questions having to do with abortion, 
extramarital sex, and the like. 


Many church ‘professionals talk more 
and more about the importance of prayer, 
and many parishioners are profoundly 
concerned about it, too. However, they 
want some spiritual guidance that fits 
their actual everyday circumstances, not

something better suited to a fourth 
century cathedral or a 1950’s seminary or 
convent. 


One respondent from the parish noted 
that parishioners are ahead of the bishops 
on peace and social justice, just as they 


‘were on liturgical renewal. ‘‘May we

continue to listen to and learn from each 
other.’’ 


ONE FINAL point: as in every other 
survey of this kind, the data shows that 
most practicing Catholics are happy with 
the post-Vatican II Church. A small 
minority still believes the old way was 
better. 


If the old way was better, why did it 
collapse so quickly and so completely?

MY OTHER sister amazes me with the depth to which 


she takes a movie because of her knowledge of literature. - 


My brother-in-law boggles my mind when he tells me 
about our present legal system. 


What frightens me most is when the family comes 
together and discusses the sermons they have heard. I get 
the sudden urge to want to return to school and to read 
everything in sight. 

Before continuing further, however, it might be good to 
explore what a well-educated person is. 


FIRST, A distinction between training and education 
must be made. In training, a person goes through a set of 
courses that, if successfully completed, lead to some type 
of recognition usually in the form of a degree. The person 
is certified to have a set of skills and knowledge and is 
considered competent in an area of expertise. 


Usually the person is also considered educated. This 
may or may not be true to the degree people embrace the 
real spirit behind training and apply it to themselves. 


In today’s society, there is concern that too many so- 
called educated persons are more interested in the dollar 
and power a degree begets than the dedication to a field 
that education is supposed to represent. 


IN CONTRAST to the above misrepresentation of 
education, early Greeks saw it applying to the whole 
person, morally, physically, and_ intellectually. 
Individuals made what they studied a part of their being 
in hopes of developing a more full personality. 


In a way there was to be a sacramental union between 
the student and the subject. The student was concerened 
about being well-rounded, appreciating the arts and 
sciences and applying them to everyday life. It was and 
still is a truism that once a person is well-educated he or 
she never loses it. 


Now, let’s go back to the education of priests. 


THE SEMINARY training a priest receives is actually 
more than training. It is formation. A seminarian studies 
the Scriptures and through daily spiritual exercises works 
at making them part of his life. Seminary formation aims 
at total integration of the person with the subject. 


Therefore, when I hear that priests are becoming the 
“least of the well-educated persons of his own age group”’ 
and think of the formation that priests go through, my 
first inclination at breast beating subsides. 


The study habits that are cultivated by the system of 
formation, the concern with the whole person and the 
depth of immersion a seminarian goes through, leads me 
to say, ‘‘Let’s go a bit easy about who is and who isn’t 
well-educated.”’ 2 


‘Cholo’ may respond 
to friendly gesture

The young man is a “‘cholo,’’ an Indian, according to 
the definition of the term. He stands at the back of the 
church. Several times I have turned around, feeling the 
energy of his eyes upon my back. :

ANOTHER TIME I imposed on him my standard 
form of salutation.

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Dioceses mark 
King holiday

Catholics in classrooms, diocesan offices, and parishes 
across the country celebrated the birthday of the Rev. 
Martin Luther King, Jr., with special Masses, 
ecumenical services, and participation in community- 
wide celebrations. 


Speakers paid tribute to Dr. King’s-fight for racial 
equality but told listeners to continue the struggle to 
eliminate racism in personal and family attitudes, church 
activities, and in the social and business arenas. 


JAN. 20 was declared the first federal holiday to 
commemorate the Jan. 15, 1929, birthday of the slain 
civil rights leader, a Baptist clergyman who spearheaded 
the national civil rights movement in the 1960s. 


Dr. King was assassinated April 4, 1968, at the age of 
39. 


Last December Catholic, Protestant, and Jewish 
leaders in a joint statement urged celebrations and 
reflections to mark the holiday to remember ‘‘the values 
Dr. King lived by and died for.’’ The religious leaders 
included Msgr. Daniel Hoye, general secretary of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. 


HEADLINING events in Atlanta, Dr. King’s birth- 
place, was South Africa’s Anglican Bishop Desmond 
Tutu, outspoken opponent of that country’s system of 
apartheid, a policy of strict racial segregation. 


Bishop Tutu, who like Dr. King won a Nobel Peace 
Prize for his efforts to end racial inequality, said the non- 
violence he has urged in his country is difficult to 
preserve’? against a goyernment that uses ‘‘tear gas, 
bullets, _ dogs, and whips against children singing in the 
streets.’ 


He said he has called for a campaign of. civil 
disobedience if the government does not make significant 
changes by the end of March. 


CARDINAL BERNARD F. Law of Boston said Jan. 
20 at Atlanta’s Ebenezer Church that ‘‘as a priest in 
Mississippi in the ’60s it was his (Dr. King’s) eloquence 
that inspired me.”’ 

Cardinal Law was ordained a priest of the Diocese of 
Natchez-Jackson, Miss., in 1961 and was editor of the 
diocese’s newspaper from 1963 to 1968. 


I know today we have not reached the promised land 
and we have to press on, but we stand in an oasis, in the 
middle of the desert, that Martin Luther King created,”’ 
said Cardinal Law. ‘‘We have come a long wy and we 
thank him for that.’’ 


CARDINAL LAW was attending an ecumenical 
service during which Dr. King’s widow, Coretta Scott 
King, presented Bishop Tutu with the Martin Luther 
King, Jr., Peace Prize for his work against apartheid. 


Cardinal John J. O’Connor of New York said in a 
homily Jan. 19 that Americans were marking in the same 
week ‘‘a day of glory’’ in remembering Dr. King and ‘‘a 
day of shame,”’ the anniversary of the Jan. 22, 1973, 
Supreme Court decision legalizing abortion. : 

As Dr. King helped white Americans recognize the full 
humanity of Black people, the cardinal said, the nation 
now needs to be led to see the sacredness of the unborn. 


AUXILIARY BISHOP Emerson Moore of New. 


York, one of the nation’s 10 Black Catholic bishops, said 
at the Cathedral of the Sacred Heart in Newark, N.J., 
that Dr. King ‘‘was most of all a minister of the Gospel 
who could not remain silent in the face of injustice.’’ 


He said that Dr. King’s leadership was patterned on his 
deep Christian beliefs. ‘‘We have in him the challenge to 
love, to be non-violent, and overcome our 
powerlessness.”’ 
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SINGING THE DREAM The Diocesan 
Gospel Choir, directed by Wendell Hall, sang 
at services commemorating Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr., on Jan. 19 at St. Joseph Cathedral. 
An ensemble from Christ the King Church 
introduced Deacon Marvin Threatt’s sermon. 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez led a litany 


In Memphis, where Dr. King was assassinated, Bishop 
J. Francis Stafford invited “‘Memphians of every faith 
and ethnic origin’’ to participate in a diocesan 
celebration. ‘‘Now more than ever, we need to hear his 
message of peace and social change through 
non-violence,’’ Bishop Stafford said. 


THE DIOCESE of Cleveland created an educational 
program made up of biblical readings, some of Dr. King’s 
writings, a media bibliography, and prayer services to 
help pastors, parish teams, adults, and students with 
activities honoring Dr. King. 


Auxiliary Bishop James P. Lyke of Cleveland, another 
of the 10 Black bishops, said that in taking ‘‘a hard look at 
our world, our nation, and’ ourselves . . . we have to 
admit with painful honesty that (Dr. King’s) work is not 
yet finished, his agenda is far from being completed.’’ 

In Los Angeles, Archbishop Roger Mahony at a Mass 
Jan. 19 in St. Vibiana’s Cathedral called on the 3 million 
Catholics of the archdiocese to be ‘‘a seed of hope”’ in 
ending racism and transforming society. 


“SIN OUR own archdiocesan family we must do all we 
can to promote a sense of the dignity and the intrinsic 
value of each human person,” he said, adding that 
through the centuries God has raised prophets to speak to 
mankind. 
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summarizing King’s nonviolent struggle for 
human rights. Father Giles Conwill moderated 
the service, which included scripture readings 
and excerpts from King’s speeches. The 
service ended with the choir and assembly 
singing ‘‘We Shall Overcome.” 


“Martin Luther King was a prophecy raised so we 
could see the sin in our own lives, even in our own 
institution of the Catholic Church,”’ he said. 

A “Unity Day”’ in the Archdiocese of Louisville, Ky., 
Jan. 20 paired Catholic schools in different areas of the 
archdiocese to honor Dr. King by studying his life, 
philosophies, and impact on the civil rights movement.

SAN DIEGO — When St. Jude students left school 
Jan. 17 for a three-day weekend, which included the 
Martin Luther King holiday, the multicolored paint on 
the school’s facilities was cracked and peeling, several 
broken windows had been boarded over, and restroom 
lights did not function.

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Desert cave excavations reveal 
colorful finds of Neolithic man

JUDEAN DESERT, Israel — Hundreds of 
9,000-year-old artifacts unearthed recently by Israeli 
archeologists are dispelling the popular notion that Neo- 
‘lithic man was drab and uncouth. 


Some 500 objects, excavated near the Dead Sea at a site 
near what is believed to be the biblical Sodom, show pre- 
historic man to be a creative craftsman and an active 
trader. The items, including the oldest cloth fragments 
and painted mask yet found, are now on display, at the 
Israel Museum. 


OTHER ITEMS include many masks, bone figurines 
believed to be deities (the only such find of its kind to 
date), flint and bone tools, decorated skulls, knotted and 
woven fibers, and colored wooden beads. 


‘“‘What is special about this find,’’ says Tamar Noy, 
curator of the prehistoric collection at the museum, ‘‘is 
that we found objects that are almost in the same 
condition as when they were made, that we found them all 
in one place, and that they bring us a message of aesthetic 
and magic values of a period relatively unknown to arche- 
ologists and anthropologists.’’ 


The scene of the discovery is a tiny cave situated in a 
desert valley west of the Dead Sea called Nahal Hemar, 
“‘the river of asphalt,’’ about 50 kilometers due south 
from Jerusalem. The cave has an opening about the 
height and width of a tall man, but is otherwise 
completely enclosed and shielded from light and the 
elements — a fact that accounts for the remarkable 
preservation of the cave’s contents. Scientific testing by 
carbon 14 in laboratories in Israel, South Africa, and at 
the British Museum in London dates the organic 
materials, for example, wooden tools, textiles, bone 
figurines, and human skulls, back some 9,000 years. 


THE STONE ceremonial mask painted in pale streaks 
of brown, red, and green is only the second mask of this 
period found in the area, and the first painted one, 
explains Noy. Unusual, too, is the human skull coated 
with an asphalt decoration and the many woven textiles 
and intricate basketwork. 


“‘The skill evident in the basketry and the textiles, as 
well as the range of techniques, may perhaps indicate that 
_ these crafts were beginning to be practiced even before the 
Neolithic period,’’ Noy explains. She points to the flax- 
woven textiles found in Nahal Hemer as the first concrete 
evidence that the ancients indeed grew flax for weaving.

Some of the shells (mostly 
cowrie shells from the Red Sea and whelks from the 
Mediterranean) were used as ornaments, as evidenced by 
the threads still attached to:several of them, and for barter 
trade that was an integral part of the social and economic 
relations extending over considerable geographic areas. 


THE JUDEAN Desert has been a source of 
information about ancient cultures ever since the 1940s 
when the Dead Sea Scrolls were discovered — documents 
written some 2,000 years ago by members of a society 
harboring distinct religious, social, and national ideals. 
Some years later, the Cave of Letters was found to 
contain a cache of second century B.C.E. (Before the 
Common Era) private and public documents, and the 
Cave of Treasure brought forth more than 400 
ceremonial objects made of copper and wrapped and 
packed into baskets, mats, and hides. 


Nahal Hemar actually had been explored by bedouin in 
the ’60s during the mass ‘‘gold rush’”’ for scrolls. Failing 


-to find the hoard, they gave up the search. It lay 


undiscovered until a survey of the Negev was undertaken 
in 1983 after Israel decided to relinquish the Sinai 
Peninsula as part of its 1979 agreement.

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5,000-year-old 


homes uncovered 


in ancient City of David 


By Leora Frucht 


JERUSALEM — During the final days of one of 
Israel’s most dramatic digs, archeologists at the ancient 
City of David announced the discovery of what are 
considered to be the oldest houses in Jerusalem. Dating 
back 5,000 years, the three houses were built a full 2,000 
years before King David conquered the city that would 
become his capital. ; 


““The whole story of this complicated city starts with 
these buildings,’’ says Dr. Yigal Shilo of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem who heads the City of David 
excavations. ‘‘From these buildings to you and me today 
is one continuous line of settlement spanning 5,000 
years.”’ 


THE SPARSE rectangular buildings, which each have 
a single bench propped up against a wall, are typical of 
the style of houses from that time. They belong to what 
archeologists call the proto-urban phase in which 
settlements all over Canaan (ancient Israel) were under- 
going a transition from semi-nomadic villages to fortified 
cities. Until now, archeologists have uncovered very little 
evidence from this important period that marks the 
beginning of the first cities in ancient Israel. 


“After eight years of excavations, we went down from 
the Islamic to the Christian, Greek, Israelite, and 
Canaanite levels, and here,’’ says Shilo, standing over

one of the 5,000-year-old houses, ‘‘we came to what 
James Michener called ‘the source’ in his book — the 
starting point of everything.”’ 


Since the dig began in 1978, a team of 13 archeologists 
led by Shilo along with over 100 volunteers from all over 
the world have been setting out daily to comb a steep one- 
acre area on the eastern slope of the Kidron Valley 
slightly south of the Temple Mount. Because of its 
awkward angle and the steepness of the slope, no modern 
builder had constructed over the site. 


THE LOCATION enabled the team to uncover 25 
layers of settlements ranging from the fourth millennium 
B.C.E. to the Middle Ages.. With the thousands of artifacts 
they unearthed, archeologists, assisted by geologists, 
physicists, zoologists, and even musicologist’, have been 
able to piece together a vivid picture of each era. 


The abundance: of fertility figures and cult objects 
found so close to the Temple makes the biblical accounts 
of the wrath of the prophets understandable. As for the 
more mundane habits of the Israelites, a number of stone 
structures found above what seem to be cesspits probably 
represent the first version of the modern-day toilet. 


Other finds include the charred arrowheads of the 
attacking Babylonians, flutes carved from the bones of 
cows’ hind legs, and a large collection of clay bullae — 
official government seals — that list many of the names 
mentioned in the Bible, including the name of one well- 
known royal scribe who lived around the sixth century 
B.C.E. 


“‘IN JERUSALEM, finding the source means finding 
both the starting point of everything and the water,”’ says 
Shilo, explaining how David chose the site along the 
Kidron Valley because of its proximity to the waters of the 
Gihon Spring. Probably David’s most impressive legacy 
is the underground system he built to channel and store 
the precious spring water, which served as Jerusalem’s 
only source of water right up until the 20th century. 


The system was devised to ensure that in times of siege, 
Jerusalemites would not be cut off from their source of 
water, which lay outside the city walls. To this end, David 
had a 100-foot horizontal tunnel dug underneath the city, 
leading to a natural vertical shaft 42 feet long. The spring 
water flowed through another short horizontal tunnel into 
the bottom of this vertical shaft, which served as a well. 


Today, visitors can walk through the 3,000-year-old 
underground tunnel leading to the shaft. There, if it is 
quiet, they can still hear the spring waters of the Gihon 
flowing below as they did in David’s time. 


The underground water system was later extended in 
Solomon’s time to form the pool of Shiloah.

In another talk at Santa Sophia Church 
he explained that he learned to love his 
enemies by ministering to Michael, an ex- 
prisoner who had served time for a 
murder sentence. 


Stewart, a realtor in Tallahassee, Fla., 
had been struggling with the price he 
must pay to live the beatitudes. 


MICHAEL’S INITIAL request for 
his help evolved into full-time service, 
which lasted a year and a half. Stewart 
paid his rent, bought his groceries, 
covered his bad checks, helped him find 
work, taught him money management, 
and prayed with him. 


Michael’s response? He stole from 
Stewart, tried to attack him, and once up- 
braided him for not including cat food 
with his groceries. He left Tallahassee, 
apparently unchanged by his friend’s 
generosity. 


This led Stewart to doubt God’s word

because it changes our hearts,’’ not other 
people’s. 

HIS EXPERIENCES with Michael 
taught Stewart to love unconditionally. 
He began to love his wife and five

Catholic students surpass national average 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholic 
school students, especially disadvantaged 
Blacks and Hispanics, show significantly 
greater proficiency in reading than the 
national average, according to a National 
Catholic Educational Association report 
issued Jan. 10. 


The report, prepared by Valerie Lee, a 
fellow at the Education Testing Service in 
Princeton, N.J., compared reading 
achievement of Catholic school students 
to the national averages using a National 
Assessment of Educational Progress 
survey. 


THE NAEP survey of fourth-, eighth- 
and 11th-grade students found that for 
every subgroup — sex, race-ethnicity, 
region of the country, parental education 
level, etc. — Catholic school students 
scored above the national average. 


The scores of Catholic school minority 
students are more similar to those of their 
white classmates than is the case 
nationally, according to Ms. Lee. This is 
in addition to the fact that the scores for 
minority students are well above the 
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national averages for those subgroups. 


The Catholic educational 
establishment has reason to feel ‘‘special 
pride in its accomplishment,’’ Ms. Lee 
said, because parochial schools seem to 
provide ‘‘a socially equalizing effect’’ for 
minority students. 


HOWEVER, SHE added that ‘‘the 
justifiable pride in such accomplishments 
should be tempered”’ by the finding that 
the reading proficiency of minority 
students, even in parochial schools, still 
trails the proficiency of their white 
counterparts. 


At the fourth-grade level Catholic 
school students exceed the national 
average by 7.8 points on a scale of 0 to 
500. Eighth-graders in Catholic schools 
average 10.5 points above the national 
average and 11th-graders in Catholic 
schools average 10.2 points above the 
national average. 


The scores of Black fourth-graders in 
Catholic schools are lower than those of 
white students by 24.8 points, but in the 
national sample the scores of Black 
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fourth-graders are 30.0 points lower. A 
similar pattern exists at eighth and 11th 
grades as well and for Hispanic students, 
according to the study. 


ALTHOUGH IF is impossible to 
identify definitively the characteristics of 
Catholic schools that help students, Ms. 
Lee said the report found that ‘‘on the 
average, Catholic school students do 
more homework, watch less television, 
are exposed to more. instruction in 
academic subject areas and select more 
courses in high school in academic areas 
that relate to school achievement.”’ 


It could be conjectured, she added, 
“‘that one reason Catholic school students 
surpass the national average in reading 
proficiency is because they are assigned, 
and do, more homework.’’

Moved by his explanation of 
the Second Vatican Council’s document 
on the laity, he offered Osburn his 
services. 


This led to Stewart’s helping him set up 
Schools of Evangelism in Tallahassee and 
becoming president of the Boards of 
Directors for Good News Ministries. 


Stewart began a four-year project of 
selling his apartment buildings and rental 
properties. ‘‘People are more important 
than buildings... .. and I could no longer 
evict them in order to make mortgage 
payments,’’ he explained. For one piece 
of property he sold, he holds only a 
personal note. ‘‘If the person can’t make 
payments, I won’t do anything about it,”’ 
he said casually. 

DURING HIS quest for: the perfect 
church, he said the Lord told him that if 
he found it,‘‘they won’t let you in.” 

Three years ago he asked to be baptized 
in the Catholic Church; he had previously 
received instructions in the faith. 

‘‘T fell in love with the Roman Catholic 
Church,’’? he said, after experiencing 
“love and patience’ from priests and 
laity ministering to him. 


STEWART PREACHED in Florida 
and a few other states. Last November he 


became a full-time evangelist and team 


member with Osburn. 


Although Stewart’s ministry often 
results in three-week absences from his 
Tallahassee home, he said it strengthens 
his family life. ‘‘Without my wife’s 
commitment, I couldn’t do it,’’ he said.

This week we celebrated Martin Luther King Day. Or 
did we? How many of us took part in or even watched a 
parade in his honor? Did we go to a party? Send a card? 


A few years ago, when a legal holiday for M. L. King 
was still being hotly debated, I happened to be in San 
Francisco on St. Patrick’s Day. The parade was the most 
incredible mix of peoples I’ve ever witnessed. 


MARCHING BANDS made up of Oriental teens, 
Black drill teams, and Mexican Mariachi bands, all 
playing rousing Irish tunes, made my eyes glisten. What a 
wonderful tribute to the Irish, that so many cultures turn 
out to celebrate our day. 


I experienced the same thing in New Orleans on St.

Talks With Parents

When my mother was a girl, it was an act of courage to 
wear green on St. Patrick’s Day because it meant getting 
beaten up by those who didn’t like Irish. We’ve come a 
long way, but let’s remember that'St. Patrick’s Day was 
once as controversial as M. L. King Day is in some 
communities. 


I see some parallels between St. Patrick and M. L. 
King. Both suffered personally to fight persecution on 
behalf of their people. Both walked from town to town to 
spread their beliefs and draw followers. 


LEGEND HAS it that St. Patrick built the church of 
Ireland by preaching in a village, staying until a church 
was built, leaving a priest to carry on, picking up newly 
converted young. men and catechizing (and _ later 


ordaining) them on the walk to the next village, where the- 


process repeated itself. 

Everywhere there was resistance and often physical 
abuse by pagans. Those of us who recall the Freedom 
Marches of the ’60s will recognize the remarkable 


similarities in Dr. King’s life. He, too, preached to the 
masses, suffered. personal humiliation and imprisonment, 
picked up followers, and implanted hope and vision, not 
only in Blacks but also in people of justice everywhere. 


“‘T have a dream,’’ he proclaimed. St. Patrick had a 
dream. Both passed on their dreams to committed 
followers. We are the inheritors of those dreams. How can 
we subscribe to one and not the other? 


MY DREAM is that those among us who came from 
persecuted peoples — that’s most of us — turn Martin 
Luther King Day into as joyous a celebration as St. 
Patrick’s, St. Joseph’s, Our Lady of Guadalupe’s, St. 
Casimir’s, and all other big ethnic holidays. If not this 
year, next year. 


Let’s show the country that liberation and martyrdom 
for justice are not defined by color. Let’s close our 


Catholic schools that day and put our marching bands in 


the parade. Let’s see the Knights of Columbus marching 
as proudly in Martin Luther King’s parade as the Black 
drill teams march in St. Patrick’s parade. 


Let’s have a parish party and not worry about inviting 
a few token Blacks. Let’s just celebrate justice. Let’s send 
cards just as we send St. Patrick’s Day cards to Germans, 
Jews, and others. 


Is this dream possible? If so, let’s get working on it for 
next year.

The general principle that the Church tenets Cen) 


today seems to follow, however, is that 
except for ordained ministers, dress for 
liturgical participants,need not be, as it 
were, sort of semiclerical. Lay men and 
women, in other words, would dress 
appropriately as lay people when they 
serve in the liturgy. 


THUS THERE is nothing, to my 
knowledge, in any liturgical directives for 
lectors at Mass that would require, or 

_ even suggest, some kind of special garb. 
The assumption seems to be that they will 
dress as they normally would, ‘obviously 
with regard for the solemnity and dignity 
of their role in the Liturgy of the Word. 


Because of longstanding tradition, a 
cassock or other special garb continues to 
be used in most places by Mass-servers, 
even though they are most always lay 
people. 


QUESTION: I am a convert of two 
years and am still ignorant about many 
Catholic practices. Just before the 
reading of the Gospel at Mass, the 
priest touches his head, his mouth, and 
his breast. Then most of the people do 
the same. What does this mean? 
(Pennsylvania) 

ANSWER: Your experience is one that 
frustrates most new members of the 
Church. In its nearly 2,000 years, the 
Church has employed numerous symbolic 
actions in its liturgy and other prayer. 


The same goes, incidentally, for special 
ministers of the Eucharist. The study text

Con interés lef un articulo hace unos dias, de unos 
trabajadores sociales en Boston que han estudiado el 
comportamiento de nuestro pueblo hispano aqui en los 
Estados Unidos.

De ahf proviene nuestro afamado compadrazgo. 
Nuestros compadres y comadres son como familia, no hay 
duda. El ampliar el circulo de la familiaridad es un 
recurso de apoyo muy natural y muy comtin que ha 
ayudado y sigue ayudando a tantos en el reto de poder 
salir adelante.

Afiadimos también la presencia en medio de nuestro 
pueblo, del conocido espiritista, santero, yerbero, 
santiguador y curandero. Estos cinco personajes ejercen 
funciones distintas, pero muy similares tanto y en cuanto, 
vienen al rescate fisica o mental de aquel que atribulado 
por algun mal, acude a ellos buscando alivio y ayuda.

Los refugiados, hoy en dfa, no estén provocando 


draméticos titulares de prensa como los vietnamitas o 
cubanos hace algunos ajfios, pero el compromiso de la 
Iglesia de ayudarlos permanece firme, dijeron dirigentes 
eclesiales al conmemorar la Semana Nacional de la 
Migracion, del 6 al 11 de enero. 


E] sacerdote Silvano M. Tomasi, director de pastoral 
para migrantes y refugiados de la Conferencia Nacional 
de Obispos Catélicos, dijo el 6 de enero que ‘‘la Iglesia no 
esta promoviendo la migracién’’ como la mejor solucién a 
los problemas de los refugiados. Primero busca asegurarse 
que tengan “‘una vida decente donde han nacido,”’ dijo. 


“PERO DADO que las personas estan llegando, la 
Iglesia. est trabajando para que su presencia sea 
fructifera, y darles la bienvenida,’’ dijo el Padre Tomasi.

(His one-line put- 
down of Billy Idol is a classic. After Idol, a 
heavy-metal rock singer, bragged that he 
was so famous that drug dealers had 
named a drug after him, Dave said, dead- 
pan, ‘‘You must be a very proud young 
man.”’ 


If Dave is what’s new in talk shows, 


Dick Cavett is what’s old. His weekly 
show on the USA Cable Network isn’t 
tried-and-true; it’s tired-and-false. Dick 
was always insufferably self-centered; he 
has gone beyond that now. He is so self- 
consumed that he is a black hole, sucking 
everything into his ego. 


TAKE SOME typical Cavett 
questions: ‘‘Would you tell the story 
about how I introduced you to Frank 
Sinatra?’’ ‘‘Do you know how to say that 


“in German? I do.’’ ‘‘Remember when I 


was backstage with you and Groucho? 
Tell people what I did.”’ 


Cavett drops names the way a B-52 
drops bombs — and with the same degree 
of subtle arrival. His two-part interview 
with comedian Eddie Murphy was a 
celebration of how well Dick knows 
Eddie; his time with auto-maker John De 
Lorean was a meeting of nervous wrecks 
with Cavett obviously disdainful of his 
guest but afraid to say how he felt; and his 
moments with everyone reveal absolutely 
nothing of interest, unless you are 
intensely interested in Dick’s life. 


Another cable talkster is Larry King, 
who holds forth on CNN every night 
(while also doing quadruple duty on 
radio, on NBC sports, and USA Today). 
This man of all media took over the hour- 
long gabfest from Sandy Freeman, one of 
the few women allowed to have a talk

show. She did a good job, which is 
probably why she’s gone. Whereas she 
tended to stay on one topic for an hour 
and concentrate on major issues, Larry’s 
show has two guests splitting the time and 
they tend to be second-line actors (Robert 
Vaughn, Don Rickles, Jamie Lee Curtis) 
hyping their new movies. 


LARRY ALSO has a penchant for 
using the same questions over and over (a 
favorite Larry-ism: Why do you like 
being other people?). I wish he would get 
some new ones. 

Of course, I probably don’t need to say 
that religion rarely turns up on these 
shows as a topic. Johnny and Dave are 


- too light for such significant discussions; 


Larry keeps his shows focused on next 
week’s made-for-TV flick; and religion 
makes Dick even more nervous since he 
never met the Messiah at Woody’s house. 


It’s time for Johnny and Dick, those 
two Nebraskans, to retire; for Larry to re- 
think not only his questions but also the 
show’s ‘‘Entertainment Tonight”’ slant; 
and for Dave to make his move into 
Johnny’s slot. 


ENOUGH TALK; it’s time for me to 
slide down the couch to make room for 
the next guest. 


(Much hoo-ha has been made about 
NBC’s decision to leave a 60-second 
blank spot during its pre-game coverage 
for the Super Bowl, Jan. 26. The idea is 
that the ad-less time will permit fans to 
visit another bowl. As stupid as the notion 
is, let’s turn it to a more useful function. 
During that time, let’s all say a prayer — 
for peace, for greater adherence to God’s 
will, for better family life, or whatever. 
When the ads return, then you can leave 
the room.)
